chief significance as a feast of thanks- 
giving for the completion of the har- 
vest. In Palestinian limes, it was cus- 
tomary for people from all parts ol 
the country to make a pilgrimage to 
Jerusalem every 
recurring 
Succoth, 


and, amid much rejoicing, to offer. In 
the temple, 
sacrifices to 
God 
who 


vouchsafed abundant crops. 


The early manner of observing Suc- 


coth Illustrates the democratic ten- 
dency of' the Jewish religion.

It follows closely upon Ihe New Year 
and Ihe Day of Atonement, but pro- 
sento a striking contrast to the deep 
solemnity ot these holy days, for It is 
primarily a time of Joy. 


Succoth, translated literally, means 


Feast of Tabernacles, or Booths, re- 
ferring to the 
wilderness 
sojourn of 


the Israelites aflcr the departure from 
Egypt, when they had no permanent 
dwellings, but lived in booths. 
His- 


torically, 
however, 
Succoth 
nan its 


chief significance as a feast of tlianks- 
Clving for the completion of the har- 
vest. In Palestinian limes, it was cus- 
tomary for people from nil parts of 
the country to make a pilgrimage to 
Jerusalem every 
recurring 
Succoth, 


and, amid much rejoicing, to offer. In 
the temple, 
sacrifices to 
God 
who 


vouchsafed abundant crops. 


The early manner of observing Suc- 


coth Illustrates the democratic ten- 
dency of the Jewish religion. 
Kvcry 


family, rich and poor alike, was re- 
quired to erect, and occupy for the 
period of Ihe festival, a booth con- 
structed out of the houghs of trees 
and covered with 
newly 
harvested 


fruit. These booths reminded the peo- 
ple of the past when there were no 
Inequalities among 
Israel; when all 


were simply redeemed slaves, enjoy- 
ing their new-gotten 
freedom 
with 


childish glee; when. In place of nre- 
lentious buildings, there 
were only 


rudo huts, affording adequate protec- 
tion from the rigors of weather, but 
open to the sunlight and

breezes so suggestive of human lib- 
erty.

Temple of Jerusalem, tacitly recogniz-
